Saints may ultimately view him 
as cover for Adam Lallana on 
the left of midfield but the very 
presence of another left sider 
means those down the pecking 
order are being pushed further 
out of the picture. 

If Saints think of Buttner as a 
left back then it means they 
will have five in the first team 
squad - Danny Fox, Buttner, 
Harding, Dickson (pictured 
below) and promising young¬ 
ster Luke Shaw, whose 
progress Saints don’t want to 
see blocked. 

That is certainly a hefty num¬ 
ber to carry, especially given 
the Premier League rules 
which limit clubs to a maximum 
of 25 squad members. Shaw 
would be excluded from that 
because of his age but four out 
of 25 if is still a lot of left 
backs. 

Dickson and Harding are the 
likely casualties 
of such a 
problem. 
Fox has 
only 
been at 
Saints 
one 
sea¬ 
son, 
and 
with 
the club 
having 
forked out 
£1.8m for 
him and been 
impressed with his perfor¬ 
mances it is hard to see him 
moving on. 

Shaw is a hot prospect so it is 
Harding and Dickson who face 
uncertain times. 

Dickson could already have 
gone had Saints come to an 
agreement with him on the end 
of his contract when a move to 
Crawley collapsed as a result. 

The 25-year-old, who joined 
from Brentford in 2010 and still 
has a year left on his current 
deal, only figured twice for 
Saints last season, both 
appearances in the Carling Cup 
at the start of the campaign as 
the club rested first team stars. 

Harding was an integral part 
of the team that won promo¬ 
tion from League One but 
found himself as more of a 
fringe player last season due 
the arrival of Fox, who was a 
consistent performer and 
became the first choice left 
back. 

Potential cover for Lallana 
further up the field is vital for 
Saints. With Jason Puncheon 
still on the periphery of things 
there is very little cover for one 
of Saints’ most creative forces 
and that is an area that Nigel 
Adkins will be pleased to 
strengthen. 





AND so it came to pass that yet 
again England departed a 
major tournament on penalties 
without even denting the semi 
finals. 

Was anyone remotely surprised? 

A team that was at best patch- 
work, stuttered and toiled against a 
talented Italian side and registered 
a mind numbing 12 shots on goal 
against 49 from the Italians. 

There’s playing for penalties and 
there’s playing the footballing 
equivalent of defending the Alamo 
and England came up woefully 
short. 

There have been the customary 
post mortems and it’s a credit to 
Roy Hodgson that so few criticisms 
have been aimed at him, despite his 
insistence on keeping a woefully 
out of sorts Wayne Rooney and 
Ashley Young on the pitch and not 
utilising the likes of Walcott and 
Oxlade Chamberlain more. 

It anything, our failure yet again 
highlights just where our national 
side fails so abysmally. 

Facebook has been awash with 
jokes showing that Carroll, 
Henderson and Downing cost sig¬ 
nificantly more than Iniesta, Messi 
and Xavi. 

You’d be hard pushed to actually 
find it actually funny when it’s 
actually true. 

The failings of our national side 
lie firmly with the Premier League 
and its so called status of the “Best 
league in the world.” 

Certainly there have been some 
great games last season, and you’d 
be hard pushed to better the finale 
between Manchester City and 
Queens Park Rangers. 

But we’re deluded if we think 
football begins and ends with the 
Premier league. 

The massive amounts of money 
that float around our game have 
turned talented footballers into 
bloated millionaires who just don’t 
seem to have the incentive to go 
that extra mile for their country. 

The sight of Wayne Rooney plod¬ 
ding around the pitch was heart 
breaking when you consider the 
raw hungry talent that burst on the 
national scene against Australia on 
February 12 2003 at the tender age 
of seventeen. 

It would appear that Rooney has 
joined that elite group of footballer 
who seem to think that somehow 
they’re better than us, the football 
fans that effectively pay his wages. 

You can see it in a lot of the so- 
called Premiership big names. 

There appears to be a lack of 
empathy between the fans and the 
players, and it goes both ways. 

It’s hard to identify with a feck¬ 
less 25-year-old who earns more in 
a week than we do in a year. 

Likewise, how can they 
empathise with us? 

The harsh truth is that England 
are so far beyond the likes of Spain 
and Germany it’s almost frighten¬ 
ing. 

Ask yourself, how many of our 
national squad play outside of the 
Premier League? 

The answer is, unsurprisingly 
enough, none of them. 

Not one of the current England 
squad has ever played outside of 
this country. 


The ultimate irony is that the cur¬ 
rent influx of foreign players into 
the English game has made it 
ridiculously difficult for English 
players to break through into the 
Premier League first team squads. 

The equally ridiculous knock on 
effect from this is that English 
players seem to fetch ludicrously 
high prices on the UK transfer 
market. 

Can anyone - anyone - please 
explain to me how it is that Stewart 
Downing is worth £20 million? 

Downing became the first player 
in seven years to miss three con¬ 
secutive penalty kicks in the 
Premier League. 

He also managed no league goals 
and no assists over the entire 
league season, and yet is seen as an 
England regular. 

Andy Carroll who, apart from 
showing some promise, is the most 


ridiculous use of £35 million I can 
remember. 

£10 million? Maybe. 

But £35 million? Not in a million 
years. 

This country’s obsession with the 
Premier League is partly responsi¬ 
ble for our current failings. 

Had Wayne Rooney been a club 
player showing that sort of form, 
he’d have been dropped. 

So just why was he was kept on 
the pitch for so long against Italy 
when he was clearly the worst 
player on the pitch? 

The answer is that Brand Rooney 
seems untouchable and the pres¬ 
sure is on any England manager to 
play him, fit or not. 

What is the answer? 

For many of us, Germany seemed 
the best bet for European glory 
only for them to struggle against a 
team we stifled and contained for 


120 minutes. 

Surely England aren’t that far 
behind everyone else? 

The answer may well be that the 
most obvious line up may not be 
the winning line up. 

For Roy Hodgson to succeed then, 
unfortunately, club must come 
before country. 

And for many of us who follow 
our teams home and away, it’s the 
other way round. 

Until football comes before 
wages, until glory comes before 
money, the national game will 
always be an afterthought for our 
millionaire footballers. 

Somewhere along the line, play¬ 
ing for your country stopped 
becoming a privilege and became a 
chore. 

Until it becomes the highlight of 
your career, we’ll continue to be a 
second rate sporting nation...

THE golden years of 
Spanish football contin¬ 
ue to roll on. 

Their incisive and deci¬ 
sive display against Italy in 
last weekend’s final 
marked them down as pos¬ 
sibly the greatest interna¬ 
tional side of all time. 

The likes of France and 
Germany never successful¬ 
ly defended the European 
Championship title and 
Brazil and Italy never won 
back-to-back continental 
titles either. 

So where do the Spanish 
go from here, following 
their 4-0 win against Italy? 

And what of those who 
criticised the style of their 
play prior to the final? 

Their passing and move¬ 
ment was mesmerising, 
perhaps best illustrated by 
Jordi Alba’s goal. 

The left-back started the 
move in his own half before 
hitting the net seven sec¬ 
onds later! 

The focus for Spain now 
will be the 2014 World Cup. 

Coach Vincent del Bosque 
extended his contract till 
2014 prior to the European 
Championships so will con¬ 
tinue in Brazil. 

Spain’s admired style will 
continue and that could be 
bad news for Spanish strik¬ 
ers, particularly Fernando 
Torres, whose three goals 
and an assist were enough 
to win the Golden Boot. 

His total was equalled by 
five others but he won it 
due to the fact that he had 
the best strike rate, having 
only participated for 189 
minutes. 

The award will come as 
some consolation for a 
player who had a difficult 
time in the Premiership 
last season, scoring eight 
goals in 32 appearances. 

But the goal against Italy 
marks him down as the 
first to score in two 
European Championship 
finals. 

Certainly, Spain’s tactical 
approach was different, 
with Cesc Fabregas an 
unorthodox number nine. 

It will be interesting to see 
whether Del Bosque will 
persist with this experi¬ 
ment as Spain have a num¬ 
ber of friendlies against 
Puerto Rico and Saudi 
Arabia before the World 
Cup qualifiers begin with a 
trip to Georgia on 
September 11. 

Other opposition include 
France, who are in disar¬ 
ray with Laurent Blanc 
walking from his post and 
several players awaiting 
discipline measures. 

Although outplayed in the 
final, Italy showed enough 
know how and improved as 
the tour progressed. 

In Andrew Pirlo, they 
have a player who can pass 
short or long with precision 
and his creativity drove 



AVB stock 
is still high 

AFTER winning the Portugese domes¬ 
tic double and Europa League at 
Porto in 2010/11, Andre Villas-Boas 
was headhunted by Chelsea. 

He arrived at Stamford Bridge with a 
huge, if inexperienced reputation. 

Aged just 34, AVB was to some a 
confrontational, arrogant figure who 
failed to gel with his strong-willed 
squad and was sacked after only 250 
days in charge. 

Fortunately, the for¬ 
mer Chelsea manag¬ 
er would have 
been encouraged 
that his stock 
has remained 
high and returns 
as Tottenham’s 
manager just 
four months 
after his sacking 
on a three-year 
contract. 

He replaces Harry 
Redknapp, whose Spurs side finished 
a credible fourth last season. 

The hope is that Daniel Levy is right 
with his choice and that the glowing 
references in place 12 months ago 
are still as good today. 

Perhaps the break he’s had in 
Portugal will have enabled him to 
reflect on his nightmare stay at 
Chelsea and approach his new posi¬ 
tion in a more mellow frame of mind. 

He’s certainly got some big boots to 
fill as he tries to emulate his prede¬ 
cessor. 



Italy forward. 

The mercurial Mario 
Balotelli thrived on service 
and his well taken goals 
against Germany put Italy 
in the final. 

As a player he has a love- 
hate relationship with the 
public. 

As we’ve seen at 
Manchester City, his pout¬ 
ing petulance often gets 
him into trouble. 

Fostered after being born 
to immigrants, 21-year-old 
Balotelli waited till his 18th 
birthday for Italian citizen¬ 
ship. 

He made his debut aged 15 
at 3rd division Lumezzant 
before being drafted into 
the Inter Milan family, 


making his first appear¬ 
ance as a substitute in 
December 2007 under 
Roberto Mancini. 

By reaching the Euro 2012 
final, Italy have qualified 
for the 2013 Confederations 
Cup in Brazil, Spain 
already qualifying as 
World Cup holders. 

Held every four years as a 
warm-up for the World Cup 
itself, the Confederations 
Cup is ideal for testing the 
preparedness of stadia, 
which as usual have come 
under scrutiny. 

Spain and Italy will join 
Uruguay, Brazil, Tahiti and 
Japan. 

The African representa¬ 
tive is not yet decided.

THE Premier League close sea¬ 
son transfer window activity is 
starting to hot up. 

Managers and players are coming 
back from their holidays - apart 
from those that competed in Euro 
2012 . 

Now that Tottenham have 
appointed Andre Villas-Boas, all 20 
top flight clubs have permanent 
managers (or head coaches) in 
place. 

As a result, we can expect some 
big money moves in the next few 
weeks as the countdown gathers 
pace ahead of the 2012/13 campaign 
opening on August 18. 

Here, the Sports Pink takes a look 
at the players Saints’ rivals have 
brought in so far ... 

ARSENAL 

It’s become quite obvious why 
Arsene Wenger has splashed out 
on two international strikers this 
summer. 

The long-serving Frenchman has 
paid about £13m for his fellow 
countryman Olivier Giroud after 
first signing German Lukas 
Podolski for around £10m just days 
after the 2011/12 season finished. 

The Gunners’ only regular goal 
threat last term was Robin van 
Persie, who belted an incredible 30 
Premier League goals in 37 starts 
plus one as a sub. 

The talismanic Dutchman was 
the only Arsenal player to hit dou¬ 
ble figures in the league, with ex- 
Saint Theo Walcott next best with 
eight and then defender Thomas 
Vermaelen with six. 

Last summer’s £10.5m strike sign¬ 
ing, Brazilian Gervinho, only 
ended up netting four Premier 
League goals from 19 starts, plus 
nine as a sub. 

And news broke this week that 
van Persie will be leaving The 
Emirates after failing to sign a new 
contract. 

Now Wenger must decide 
whether to cash in on his prize 
asset or risk losing him for nothing 
next year. 

If he cashes in, Wenger’s two new 
arrivals could hold the key to a 
successful season - ie, finishing in 
the top four. Once a gimme, 
Arsenal are no longer certainties 
for a Champions League place any¬ 
more. 

Giroud, 25, netted 21 goals in 36 
Ligue 1 games for Montpellier last 
season, prior to making three 
appearances for France at Euro 
2012. 

Podolski also enjoyed a good 
domestic season for Cologne, scor¬ 
ing 18 times in 29 Bundesliga out¬ 
ings. 


ASTON VILLA 

New boss Paul Lambert should 
certainly be a busy man this sum¬ 
mer, and this week he made his 
first signing. 

He brought in Feyenoord’s Dutch- 
born Moroccan international mid¬ 
fielder Karim El Ahmadi, 27. 

CHELSEA 

The European champions beat off 
competition from the likes of 



Manchester United and 
Manchester City to bring in 
Belgian Eden Hazard last month 
for a fee around the £30m mark. 

The Blues have bought potential - 
Hazard, an attacking midfielder, is 
only 21. 

He knows where the goal is, 
though - having scored 20 goals in 
38 Ligue 1 games for third-placed 
Lille last season. 


With Roberto di Matteo now hav¬ 
ing no Didier Drogba to call upon, 
Hazard’s goalscoring ability will be 
crucial in 2012/13. 

Less high profile was the signing 
of German international midfield¬ 
er Marko Marin from Werder 
Bremen, but it’s a sign of the 
times that a club can splash out 
almost £7m on a player and it 
makes barely a few paragraphs in 


the national press! 

EVERTON 

The Toffees have capitalised on 
Rangers’ precarious financial posi¬ 
tion by signing Scottish interna¬ 
tional striker Steven Naismith on a 
free. 

The 25-year-old has not played 
since last October after suffering a 
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cruciate knee injury. 

Prior to that, he had scored ten 
goals in 20 games and netted 16 
times for club and country in 
2010/11. 


FULHAM 

Martin Jol has brought in a strik¬ 
er who appeared in Euro 2012 in the 
shape of Croatian Mladen Petrie. 


The 31-year-old scored seven 
times in 26 Bundesliga appearances 
for Hamburg last season, but did 
manage 11 in 22 outings for the 
same club the previous season. 

Jol certainly needs new firepow¬ 
er. 

Clint Dempsey might have bagged 
17 goals last term, but the next 
highest were Pavel Pogrebnyak (6), 
Bobby Zamora (5) and Andy 


Johnson (3). And all three of the lat¬ 
ter are not around at Craven 
Cottage any more. 

LIVERPOOL 

New manager Brendan Rodgers 
has yet to make any signings. 

MANCHESTER CITY 

Manager Roberto Mancini has yet 


to add to his title-winning squad. 

MANCHESTER UNITED 

Sir Alex Ferguson has wasted no 
time strengthening his squad in the 
wake of United failing to win a 
major trophy in 2011/12. 

He splashed out £12m to sign 
Borussia Dortmund midfielder 
Shinji Kagawa and £4m to bring in 
one for the future, Crewe 
Alexandra’s 18-year-old Nick 
Powell. 

Kagawa could provide more cre¬ 
ativity and a goalscoring presence 
from midfield - he netted 14 times 
as Dortmund walked away with the 
Bundesliga crown by eight points 
last term. 

United could do with more mid- 
field goals - Nani was the top scorer 
in that department last season with 
eight league goals, while Ashley 
Young contributed just six. 

At 23, Kagawa fits Ferguson’s tem¬ 
plate of bringing younger players 
through. He doesn’t sign many 
players in their prime, does he? 

As a result, it was no surprise that 
he was keen to bring Powell to Old 
Trafford. 

Handed his League 2 debut by 
Crewe aged just 16 in August 2010, 
Powell netted 14 times last season 
to help Alex to promotion play-off 
success. 

Even at his young age, he showed 
he is one for the big occasion by 
scoring in Crewe’s 2-0 Wembley vic¬ 
tory over Cheltenham in what 
proved to be his last match for the 
club. 

No manager in Premier League 
history has given more home¬ 
grown young players a chance to 
shine than Ferguson. 

Powell might have been bought in, 
rather than brought through the 
ranks, but have no doubt that 
under the manager’s masterful eye 
he will blossom into a future 
England international. 

NEWCASTLE UNITED 

Alan Pardew’s only signing so far 
is 22-year-old attacking midfielder 
Romain Amalfitano, who has joined 
on a free from French club Stade de 
Reims. 


NORWICH 

New Canaries boss Chris Hughton 
has so far brought in Jacob 
Butterfield and Steven Whittaker. 

Butterfield, 22, arrived from 
Barnsley, where he has not played 
since last December due to a seri¬ 
ous knee injury. 

An attacking midfield player, he 
likes to play just behind the front 
two - but Norwich are not short of 
players who like to operate in that 
role as they also boast Wes 
Hoolahan and Johnny Howson. 

Whittaker is one of the players 
who have left Glasgow Rangers in 
the wake of the Scottish giants’ 
financial crisis. 

The Scottish international right 
back, 28, certainly likes to attack - 
he scored 28 goals for Rangers in 
around 200 games, including 11 
goals in 2010/11. 

But whether that says more about 
his ability, or the state of the game 
north of the border, remains to be 
seen. 

Whittaker had cost Rangers £2m 
from Hibernian in the summer of 
2007.

The Eagle of Toledo

Of the 219 cyclists who set off on the 
99th Tour de France on Saturday, it’s 
hard to imagine any that has a person¬ 
ality to match that of the 1959 champi¬ 
on, and one of the great climbers of any 
era, Federico Bahamontes. 

Arrogant, aloof, individualist and fero¬ 
ciously competitive, Bahamontes was 
nevertheless a Spanish sporting icon 
during General Franco’s reign, his 
gung-ho approach to mountain climb¬ 
ing making him one of the sport’s most 
popular characters. 

Bahamontes was born in Toledo in 
1928 and grew up in civil war-torn 
Spain. 

Fie developed his stamina for cycling 
by riding to collect food which he would 
then sell on the black market to feed his 
poverty stricken family. 

Still renowned as the man who 
stopped at the top of Col de la 
Romeyere for an ice cream while lead¬ 
ing the 1954 Tour de France, 
Bahamontes finished his career with 
one maillot jaune and six King of the 
Mountains titles. 

But this was viewed as scant reward 
for a man rated by the legendary Eddy 
Merckx as, “one of the greatest cyclists 
ever”.

sporting greats, Bahamontes’ character 
was not without its failings and sur¬ 
rounding his victorious pursuit of the 
yellow jersey are tales of resignations, 
arguments and physical conflicts. 

Indeed, Bahamontes’ rivalry and 
infighting with Basque teammate Jesus 
Lorono was so fierce that it heightened 
Spanish political tensions between 
Franco supporting Bahamontes fans 
and the Basques in the Lorono camp. 

The cut-throat world of 1950s cycling, 
years before television’s intrusion, 
allows for wild and differing claims from 
those involved in the disputes, but 
Fotheringham’s considered and impar¬ 
tial stance makes ‘The Eagle of Toledo’ 
an unremittingly entertaining read. 

Perhaps most surprising is that only 
one previous biography has ever been 
written about ‘Baha’ and that has long 
been out of print. 

This was a story that needed retelling, 
and Fotheringham does it justice.

Mark Hughes has been one of the 
busier Premier League managers 
this summer after his club just 
avoided the drop in May. 

He has strengthened in all depart¬ 
ments, with some intriguing sign¬ 
ings. 

Up front Hughes has brought in 
his former Fulham striker Andy 
Johnson. 

Johnson cost the Cottagers 
£10.5m in the summer of 2008, but 
he left for nothing after being 
released. 

He has only scored three Premier 
League goals in the last three sea¬ 
sons - ironically, all in the same 
game. 

Even more ironically, that hat- 
trick came against QPR in a 6-0 win 
last season! 

Johnson made his name with the 
28 league goals that helped Crystal 
Palace win promotion to the 
Premier League in 2003/04. 

Now 31, his best days appear 
behind him - though Hughes obvi¬ 
ously doesn’t think so. 

The ex-Saint has also brought in a 
new goalkeeper, England’s Rob 
Green. 

Green left promoted West Ham 
after his contract ended, and will 
be desperate to avoid a third top 
flight demotion next season - he 
first went down with Norwich in 
2004/05 and again with West Ham 
six years later. 

Still only 32, Green will be con¬ 
vinced his best years still lie ahead 
of him, and he should start the sea¬ 
son No 1 ahead of Paddy Kenny and 
Radak Cerny. 

New Zealand international 
defender Ryan Nelsen and Mali 
midfielder Samba Diakite have also 
joined. 

Nelsen is known to Hughes after 
the pair worked together at 
Blackburn, prior to Nelsen joining 
Tottenham in January of this year 
on a free. 

After only a few months at White 
Hart Lane, the 34-year-old was on 
the move again. 

Diakite is no stranger to Hughes 
either - the player ended last sea¬ 
son on loan at Loftus Road. 

He didn’t make the best of starts, 
shown a red card on his debut after 
only 33 minutes of a home derby 
loss to Fulham. 

READING 

New Royals owner Anton 
Zingarevich had a lot to do with his 
club signing striker Pavel 
Pogrebnyak from Stuttgart. 

The forward cost Reading a club 
record £6m after impressing with 
six goals in 12 Premier League 
games for Fulham last season. 

Five of those came in his first 
three outings for the Cottagers, 
including a hat-trick against 
Wolves. 

Fulham boss Martin Jol was obvi¬ 
ously keen to sign the Russian full¬ 
time, but the presence of 
Pogrebnyak’s countryman, 29- 
year-old tycoon Zingarevich, 
helped Reading land the player 
instead. 

The 28-year-old - who played in 
Euro 2012 for his country - arrives 
in Berkshire with an impressive 
pedigree, having played 



Champions League football for 
Zenit St Petersburg in 2008/09. 

Also in 2008 he scored for Zenit as 
they beat Manchester United to 
win the European Super Cup. 

Reading boss Brian McDermott 
has also brought in Nottingham 
Forest winger Garath McCleary 
and ex-Saints loanee Danny 
Guthrie. 

McCleary, 25, joined on a free 


after his contract expired at The 
City Ground, where the winger 
ended last season as Forest’s top 
Championship scorer with nine 
goals - four of them coming in an 
eye-popping 7-4 win at Leeds. 

The player has certainly had a 
rapid rise - he was playing non 
league football for Bromley four 
years ago! 

Saints fans will remember 


Guthrie as the young midfielder 
brought in on loan from Liverpool 
by George Burley towards the end 
of the 2006/07 Championship sea¬ 
son. 

Guthrie later joined Newcastle 
for £2.5m, having only ever made 
three sub appearances for 
Liverpool in the Premier League. 

He was let go for nothing by Alan 
Pardew this summer, after only 
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being a bit-part player for the Toon 
following their promotion back to 
the top flight. 

He made 16 league appearances 
last season, and only 14 the year 
before. 

STOKE CITY 

The Potters’ only signing so far is 
an 18-year-old from Arsenal, Ben 
Glasgow. 


The right-back had only been 
offered a one-year extension of his 
scholarship by the Gunners, so 
chose to sign his first pro deal at 
the Britannia Stadium instead. 

The Essex-born Republic of 
Ireland Under-19 international was 
restricted to four Premier Academy 
League starts last season before 
injuries ended his campaign. 


SUNDERLAND 

Martin O’Neill splashed out £7.8m 
to sign Spanish centre half Carlos 
Cuellar for Aston Villa four years 
ago. 

This week he signed him again, 
and this time for nothing after his 
Villa Park contract expired. 

SWANSEA CITY 

New manager Michael Laudrup 


has yet to make any signings. 

TOTTENHAM 

Andre Villas-Boas had only been 
in charge at White Hart Lane a day 
when Spurs splashed out about £7m 
to sign Icelandic playmaker Gylfi 
Sigurdsson from Hoffenheim. 

Sigurdsson had made a superb 
impression in scoring seven goals 
in 18 games on loan to Swansea last 
season. 

The Swans had agreed a £6.8m 
deal to sign him permanently prior 
to Brendan Rodgers leaving for 
Liverpool. 

There was talk Rodgers wanted to 
take Sigurdsson to Anfield before 
Tottenham won the battle for his 
signature. 

Sigurdsson made his name in 
English football with Reading, scor¬ 
ing 21 goals in the 2009/10

Allardyce, of course, worked with 
the Finnish international during 
his time in charge at The Reebok.

The most famous was-it-over-the-line 
goal of all time came in the 1966 World 
Cup final when Hurst’s shot hit the 
underside of the crossbar and bounced 
down. Referee Gottfried Dienst was 
unsure whether it had crossed the line 
but assistant Tofik Bahramov gave it, 
England led 3-2 and went on to win 4- 
2, with Hurst completing his hat-trick. 
Bahramov earned notoriety as the 
Russian linesman, although he was 
actually from Azerbaijan. 

Clive Allen, Coventry v Crystal 
Palace, 1980 

The Crystal Palace striker let fly with 
a free-kick from 25 yards that arrowed 
into the top corner. But it hit the stan¬ 
chion inside the goal and flew straight 
back out, and both referee and lines¬ 
man ruled it was not a goal. 

Jonathan Howard, Chesterfield v 
Middlesbrough, 1997 

Third Division Chesterfield went into 
their FA Cup semi-final clash with 
Middlesbrough as big underdogs but 
raced into a 2-0 lead and should have 
gone 3-1 ahead when Howard’s shot 
hit the bar and clearly bounced over 
the line. But it was not given and the 
game ended as a draw, with Boro win¬ 
ning the replay. 

Luis Garcia, Liverpool v Chelsea, 
2005 

Chelsea manager Jose Mourinho 
coined the term ‘ghost goal’ after 
Garcia was adjudged to have forced 
the ball over the line in their 
Champions League semi-final. It 
proved a decisive goal. 

Pedro Mendes, Manchester United 
v Tottenham, 2005 

There looked little danger when 
Mendes tried a speculative shot from 
near the half-way line, but Roy Carroll 
spilled it. The keeper made a desperate 
lunge to retrieve the ball and ref Mark 
Clattenburg did not award a goal 
despite replays showing the ball to be 
well over the line. The game finished 
0 - 0 . 


John Eustace, Watford v Reading, 
2008 

Eustace’s shot went significantly wide 
of the Reading goal before Noel Hunt 
hooked it back into play but assistant 
referee Nigel Bannister flagged for a 
goal and ref Stuart Attwell awarded it. 

Frank Lampard, England v 
Germany, 2010 

England were trailing Germany 2-1 in 
the last 16 of the World Cup when 
Lampard unleashed a shot that hit the 
underside of the bar and clearly 
bounced down over the line, but it was 
not given and Germany won 4-1. 

Clint Hill, Bolton v QPR, 2012 

The visitors should have gone ahead 
but the officials ruled Hill’s header had 
not crossed the line before being 
clawed out by Adam Bogdan. Replays 
showed the decision to be clearly 
wrong and Bolton won 2-1. 

Juan Mata, Chelsea v Tottenham 
2012 

Martin Atkinson awarded Chelsea a 
goal that put them into a 2-0 lead in 
the FA Cup semi-final despite Benoit 
Assou-Ekotto appearing to block the 
ball on the line. The Blues went on to 
win 5-1 at Wembley.

NEW Sydenhams League 
chairman Ian Hoare has 
pleaded with clubs not to 
give their money away. 

The former Blackfield & 
Langley chairman has 
warned that the league will 
clamp down heavily on 
indiscipline this season - 
particularly when it comes 
to disrepute. 

Although Hoare’s predeces¬ 
sor Bob Purkiss took flak 
from some clubs for his 
‘name and shame’ policy, 
Hoare will see it continues. 
“You’ll never stop swearing, 
we know that, but you can 
try and look after it,” he told 
the league’s AGM. 

“We’ll give you one warning, 
in line with the FA, but if it 
happens a second time - 
especially disrepute - you 
will be up before a commis¬ 
sion.

“But last season we 
had Gosport going for 
(Southern South & West) 
promotion and it’s tough 
for 18 and 19-year-olds 
to get into that side. 

“It’s the same with 
Eastleigh. If they were 
happy to be mid-table, 
then maybe they could 
bring two or three 
teenagers in. 

“But their remit is to win 
the league, which makes 
it extremely hard for 
young players to break 
through. 

“Everyone used to say 
there were not enough 
good local players to 
have three or four thriving 
Southern League sides in 
this area, but now we 
have. The area’s really 
strong, which is amazing. 

“But it’s just a shame 


for the young players that 
there’s not a Southern 
League or Conference 
South side whose aspira¬ 
tions are mid-table. 
They’re all going big guns 
for promotion.”

Wessex no more 

Clubs have given their bless¬ 
ing for the word ‘Wessex’ to 
be dropped from the 
Sydenhams League title. 

The league’s top brass had 
become concerned that 
sponsors Sydenhams were 
not getting the exposure 
they deserved because peo¬ 
ple continually refer to the 
Wessex League. 

Last season they tried to 
address the problem by 
changing the name to the 
Sydenhams Football League 
(Wessex), but still some 
media outlets (not The Echo 
or The Pink , incidentally!)

Purkiss takes a 

parting shot at FA 


OUT-GOING Sydenhams 
League chairman Bob 
Purkiss has accused the 
Football Association of 
“chickening out” of pro¬ 
posals to reduce the 
number of Step 5 
leagues from 14 to 12. 

By pushing clubs hard to 
meet ground grading 
requirements, the 

Sydenhams League 

believed they had placed 
themselves in a prime posi¬ 
tion to strengthen their 
ranks when the proposed 
Step 5 restructuring took 
place. 

But, following a number of 
meetings and consultations 
held with leagues, clubs and 
county football associations 
to decide the best way for¬ 
ward, the proposal was 
deemed “unworkable” by 
the FA and subsequently 
scrapped. 

Purkiss told clubs at the 
Sydenhams AGM that he 
believed the FA had “chick¬ 
ened out” and claimed that 
other leagues had not 



worked as hard as the 
Sydenhams League in push¬ 
ing for ground grading 
improvements. 

He said: “I know we’ve 
been hated by you (the 
clubs) for having to spend 
money on ground-grading, 
but it’s been worth it. We 
are in the top three Step 5/6 
leagues nationally. 

“But we always knew 
some other leagues had not 
done what we have in push¬ 
ing for ground grading. 

“It must be 10 or 12 years 
ago that these discussions 
first went on and we said to 
go down to 12 leagues, 
expand (each league) a bit 
and the cost wouldn’t be 
that much different. 

“But it hasn’t happened. 

“We went to Exeter, put all 
the points to the panel as to 
why we thought it was a 
good idea, but now it’s been 
pulled.” 

Purkiss’s views got short 
shrift from Hampshire FA 
chairman John Ward, who

sits on the FA Council, the 
FA Main Board and the 
National Game Board. 

Ward, who accepted the 
gift of a silver platter from 
the Sydenhams League to 
mark the Hampshire FA’s 
125th anniversary, had not 
intended to discuss the mat¬ 
ter at the Sydenhams AGM. 

But he said he felt the need 
to respond to what he 
described as Purkiss’s 
“rather disappointing and 
misguided” comments. 

He told club representa¬ 


tives: “The Step 5 review 
was the widest consultation 
ever carried out by the FA 
within the National League 
System. 

“Ground grading was not 
an issue. We thought it 
might be, but only a handful 
of clubs did not pass ground 
grading. 

“The disappointing thing - 
and you’ve got to look at 
yourselves on this - is that 
only one Wessex League 
club attended the (consulta¬ 
tion) meeting in Yeovil and 
that was Alton Town. 

“Alton’s chairman Jim 
McKell looked pretty lonely 
there. 

“It was the worst atten¬ 
dance of any league in the 
country and you need to ask 
yourselves why. 

“It certainly sent a mes¬ 
sage out - and it was proba¬ 
bly the wrong message.” 

Speaking about the deci¬ 
sion to abandon the Step 5 
restructuring proposals, 
Ward added: “It wasn’t an 
easy decision, but the FA 
certainly didn’t chicken 
out. 

“We listened to leagues 


and clubs and, in the end, 
the majority view was that 
we should stay as we were. 

“We will do all we can now 
to work with clubs and 
build leagues up.” 

Some Sydenhams clubs 
said they thought the league 
would represent them at the 
FA’s regional consultation 
meeting in Yeovil and that 
there was no need to attend. 

But Ian Hoare, who has 
succeeded Purkiss as 
Sydenhams League chair¬ 
man, reminded the AGM: 
“We offered to lay on coach¬ 
es to take you down and no 
one wanted to go.” 

Ward did not see eye to eye 
with Purkiss over the Step 5 
proposals, but was delight¬ 
ed to accept the silver plat¬ 
ter from the league on 
behalf of the Hampshire FA. 

Purkiss said the HFA’s 
support was “much appre¬ 
ciated” particularly in 
helping the interchange 
between the Sydenhams 
and its feeder leagues. 

He added: “We hope that 
will carry on, particularly 
in the light of helping Step 7 
clubs progress.”

Early kick-off 


THE Sydenhams League season will 
be kicking off early this year - but 
only for the top flight clubs. 

With the extra preliminary round of 
the FA Cup scheduled for Saturday, 
August 11, Sydenhams Premier sides 
will be swinging into action on either 
Friday, August 3 or Saturday, August 
4. 

Division One clubs, however, will 
have to wait until Saturday, 
September 8 to get the league cam¬ 
paign under way. 

That’s because the second tier has 
shrunk to just 16 clubs next term with 
Brading Town withdrawing for finan¬ 
cial reasons and Warminster Town 
opting for a cost-cutting return to the 
Western League where they will play 
more local derbies. 

Verwood Town and AFC Porchester, 
first and second in Division One last 
season, have been promoted to the top 
flight. But the Sydenhams Premier is 
also down on numbers - to 21 - 
because champions Winchester City 
have gone up to the Southern League 
and no one has dropped down to 
replace them. 

Out-going league chairman Bob 
Purkiss believes the experiences of 


Warminster and Brading highlight the 
difficulties clubs are facing at the 
lower end of the non-League pyramid. 

“It indicates the seriousness of 
what’s happening at Step 6 (eg. 
Sydenhams One) and Step 7 (eg. 
Hampshire Premier League) levels 
and the financial problems people are 
having,” he told the Sydenhams 
League AGM. 

With many feeder league clubs strug¬ 
gling to meet ground grading require¬ 
ments, Purkiss recommends that 
ground-sharing - which is not current¬ 
ly permitted by the Sydenhams 
League - should be looked at. 

Purkiss also thinks clubs should 
learn a lesson from the old Andover 
FC not to overstretch themselves 
financially. 

The Lions’ determination to keep 
playing Southern League football 
ended disastrously last summer when 
the club went under. 

“Andover should have come down 
and regrouped in the Wessex League 
and they would still be around now,” 
said Purkiss. 

And he warned clubs: “Don’t go for 
promotion if you can’t afford it.” 
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Peckham’s 
fame goes 
national 

A YEAR after being hon¬ 
oured by the Hampshire FA 
for his services to football, 
Alf Peckham has gone one 
better. 

The former Sydenhams 
League chairman received a 
national Football 
Association award at the 
league’s 2012 AGM to mark 
50 outstanding years in 
football. 

Handing over the award, 
FA board member John 
Ward, chairman of the 
Hampshire FA, recalled how 
Peckham had finished play¬ 
ing football in 1956 and 
become manager and trea¬ 
surer of Totton Old Boys. 

A year later a new club 
made up of Totton College 
students was formed which 
Peckham, pictured, took 
from the New Forest 
League into the 
Southampton Junior 
League. 



That team changed its 
name to Totton Athletic and 
in 1975 amalgamated with 
Totton FC, who were about 
to fold. That marked the 
birth of AFC Totton where 
Peckham served as chair¬ 
man from 1977 to 1989. 

In 1986, Totton-based 
Peckham joined the inau¬ 
gural Wessex League com¬ 
mittee. He took over as 
chairman in 1989 and has 
been an active member ever 
since, now serving as exec¬ 
utive vice-president. 

Saluting Peckham’s ser¬ 
vices to the game, Ward 
told him: “This is not a 
chore, this is an absolute 
pleasure,” I appreciate that 
through your hard work 
there is a good relationship 
between the league and the 
county FA.” 

Peckham said the launch 
of the Wessex League was 
not just about him, but also 
about men like Jack Barter, 
Cyril Hurlock, Ted Walters, 
Norman Cook and Bob 
Rose, who had all played 
their part in making it a 
league to be proud of. 

“Over the years everyone 
has pulled together,” he 
said. “But this league is a 
clubs’ league and always 
has been. The day that 
stops is the day this league 
is finished.”

TWO years of sacrifices and tears 
became worth it for south coast 
volleyball star Lucy Wicks this 
week as she and her GB team¬ 
mates received their Olympic kit. 

The 12 women selected by head coach 
Audrey Cooper were at the Team GB 
holding camp in Loughborough, where 
they were decked out in all manner of 
branded items. 

Such luxuries have been rare for the 
squad over recent years, who have 
essentially had to pay their own way to 
the Games after their funding was 
slashed entirely. 

When the news was delivered two 
years ago they were faced with a tough 
decision; give up or carry on with a 
training programme at their own cost. 

The latter prevailed, jobs were quit 
and homes were sold, while fundrais¬ 
ing efforts continue to this day. 

But, with their opening Olympic fix¬ 
ture now coming very much into view, 
former Parkstone Grammar School 
pupil Wicks, who lives in Poole, is 
surer than ever that she and the rest of 
the squad made the right decision. 

“It’s a fantastic feeling, when the 
squad was announced there was such a 
sense of pride and this just adds to it,” 
she said. 

“The journey so far has been emo¬ 
tional, one of ups and downs, but to 
now stand in GB kit is phenomenal. 

“To think that when the funding was 
cut we wondered if it was all worth it; it 
is. 

“When that moment came, we knew 
that even if we raised the money, the 
British Olympic Association still had 
to say whether or not we were credible 
to perform, so there were a lot of ifs. 

“But we have fought the whole way, 
raised the money, the BOA said we 
were good enough and now we will do

the country proud.” 

It was over a number of late-night 
Skype conversations that the squad 
formed their battle plan to survive and, 
with local businesses in their Sheffield 
training base on-hand to offer support, 
they have made ends meet. 

Captain Lynne Beattie has been at the 
forefront of all their money-raising ini¬ 
tiatives, and insists she never doubted 
the resilience of her team-mates. 

“When we found out about the fund¬ 
ing news it was a devastating moment," 
she said. 

“But Audrey got us together and said: 
‘Do you want to carry on?’ 

“We thought about it for a split-sec¬ 
ond and then we realised we had 
worked too hard to achieve our dream 
to just walked away. 

“We found a way and here we are, 
part of Team GB. To be here, and part 
of the tournament, it’s all been worth 
it.” 

Wicks, 30, who plays professionally for 
Alemannia Aachen in the German 
Bundesliga, added: “There were some 
tough decisions to be made by the gov¬ 
erning body. 

“There was no way they could keep us 
all happy. 

Having no funding was actually a pos¬ 
itive in many ways because we have had 
to fight so hard to get here and we real¬ 
ly came together. 

“We are such a strong unit for that.” 

Wicks is not the only former member 
of the Poole-based Wessex Volleyball 
Club preparing for London 2012. 

Former Poole Grammar pupil Dan 
Hunter has been named in the men’s 12 
for the Games. 

Hunter is one of Great Britain’s finest 
back-court players and plies his trade in 
Holland for Landstede after progressing 
through the ranks at National League 
club Wessex.

BRITAIN’S athletes have been 
set a target of 48 medals at the 
London Olympics - just one 
more than in Beijing. 

But UK Sport insist as many as 70 
medals could be won by the host 
team. 

UK Sport, which distributes 
Lottery and public money to 
Olympic sports, said the 
‘goal’ is for Team GB to 
maintain the fourth place in 
the medal table achieved four 
years ago. 

A medal range of between 40 and 
70 medals means that the target of 
48 is fairly unambitious - with 
somewhere in the mid-50s a proba¬ 
ble outcome. 

Other forecasts have pointed to 
Britain winning above 60 medals, 
but UK Sport insisted they are not 
trying to downplay expectations. 

UK Sport chief executive Liz 
Nicholl said: “The target is at least 
48 medals - because that’s more 
than we achieved in Beijing. That’s 
our target and our commitment is 
to do better than we did in Beijing.” 

She admitted that if Team GB 
failed to do better than Beijing and 
were close to the bottom of the pre¬ 
dicted range, that would be a sign 
of failure. 

Nicholl added: “If it was 40 
medals we would be incredibly dis¬ 
appointed, the system will have 
underperformed if we achieve 40 
medals. 

“The number of medals is more 
important to us than coming fourth 
in the medals table. 

“The top of the range is what is 
possible but not probable, and that 
is the same for the bottom. 

“At least 48 medals sits very com¬ 
fortably within that range.” 

Olympics minister Hugh 
Robertson added: “If we did not 
achieve the target we would want 
to understand why and where it 
went wrong. 

“The majority of people will not 
judge the success of this by how 
smoothly the transport system 
runs but where we finish in the 
medal table. 

“British high performance sport 
is in a very good place indeed but it 
falls to me to put a health warning 
on all of this - do not forget there 
are tiny fractions of a second 
between success and failure.” 

The official Olympics medal table 
is calculated by the number of 
golds won - Britain won 19 in 
Beijing, a significant proportion of 
the total - so that would need to be 
at least matched in London to 
maintain fourth spot. 

The goal of fourth place is a 
reflection of the transformation of 
British Olympic sport from the 
days of Atlanta in 1996 when only 
one gold was won, and even the 
improvements in Sydney 2000 and 
Athens 2004 when Team GB fin-

UK Sport medal target confirmed 


UK Sport have confirmed medal 
targets for the British team at 
London 2012 and for each 
sport. 

The target for the British team 
is to maintain the fourth place 
finish achieved in Beijing four 
years ago when 47 medals were 
won in 11 different sports. 

The overall medals target range 
set for this summer is 40-70 and 
the aim is to achieve at least 48 
medals in total from at least 12 
different sports. 

That includes one or two 
medals in the hockey, featuring 
Southampton’s Alex Danson in 
the women’s squad and 


Winchester’s Rob Moore in the 
men’s.

ished tenth in the medal table. 

The ambition of finishing fourth 
in London was first announced in 
2006 and achieved four years ahead 
of schedule in Beijing. 

UK Sport chairman Sue Campbell 
insisted that finishing fourth again 
was “very realistic” despite recent 
warnings from British Olympic 
Association chairman Colin 
Moynihan that it will be “incredi¬ 
bly tough” to hold off the challenge 
of Australia and Germany. 


Robertson is confident enough, 
however, to bet his Australian 
counterpart Kate Lundy that 
Britain will win more golds. 

If he wins, she will have to row 
down the Eton Dorney lake in a 
Team GB top; if he loses, Robertson 
will have to play hockey in 
Australia House wearing an 
Australia shirt. 

UK Sport have also set a target 
that at least 12 sports should win a 
medal compared to 11 in Beijing. 


In London 20 sports are targeting 
medals compared to 14 in Beijing. 

It will be less easy for some sports 
to replicate the 2008 success. 

Cycling won 14 medals, including 
eight golds, in Beijing but changes 
to the events means that will not be 
possible this time around. 

Football is also not included in 
the medal targets as London is a 
one-off Games for the British men’s 
and women’s teams, both of whom 
have a decent chance of a medal.

OLYMPIAN Jack Cork will add

The Saints midfielder was selected 
this week for the 18-man Team GB 
squad that will be going for gold on 
home soil. 

At the age of 23, Cork already has a 
wealth of international experience 
behind him, having represented 
England at every age group from 
under-16 through to the under-21s. 

Upon his inclusion, Cork declared: 
“So proud and honoured to be selected 
for such a special competition.” 

It is perhaps no surprise, though, 
that Cork will be pulling on the 
British shirt this summer. 

He has long been highly thought of by 
Team GB manager Stuart 
Pearce, who has capped him 
13 times for the England 
Under-21 side. 

And, with Saints last season, 

Cork arguably turned in the 
best campaign of his career - 
playing in all 46 league 
matches, as Nigel Adkins’ 
men won promotion to the top 
flight. 

Cork has always had football 
in his blood. 

He was born in Carshalton on 
June 25, 1989 - the son of former 
Wimbledon player Alan Cork, who 
was an FA Cup winner the year before 
his son was born when the Dons 
famously triumphed over Liverpool.

Rodgers knew Cork from their days 
together with the Chelsea reserve 
team. 

Spells at Coventry and Burnley then 
followed, before Cork finally broke 
free from his transient life and found 



himself a more permanent home, sign¬ 
ing a four-year contract at St Mary’s 
last summer. 

“This is a big part of my life now in 
moving away from Chelsea and to feel 
part of a club like I do here is really 
nice,” he said.

A FORMER Hampshire 
county cricketer has 
something in common 
with global names such 
as Lionel Messi and 
Carlos Tevez. 

All three have won 
an Olympic gold medal 
in men’s football. 

Arthur Knight, a former 
Pompey defender, is the only 
Hampshire sportsman to win 
Olympic gold as a member of 
Great Britain’s football team. 

Saints midfielder Jack Cork, 
therefore, will be aiming to 
follow in Knight’s trailblaz- 
ing footsteps. 

Born in Surrey, Knight’s job 
in insurance took him to 
Portsmouth in 1908, aged 21. 

Knight played all three 
games as GB won Olympic 
gold at the 1912 Games in 
Stockholm and he also played 
at the 1920 Olympics. 

All-rounder 

He made 36 appearances for 
Pompey at left-back, captain¬

AS London 2012 edges 
ever nearer, one former 
medal-winning 
Paralympian has shared 
his absorbing life story 
with a group of 
Hampshire schoolchild¬ 
ren. 

Sinclair Thomas, 43, suf¬ 
fered a huge setback in his 
life as a car accident left 
him in a wheelchair from 
the age of ten, writes TOM 
CROCKER. 

But he refused to let that 
hold him back. 

More than 30 years later, 
Thomas is now set to travel 
to his fourth Paralympic 
Games with two wheelchair 
basketball medals already 
to his name. 

He picked up bronze as a 
player in Athens, before 
coaching Great Britain to 
the same success in Beijing 
four years later. 

On a visit to Kings’ School 
in Winchester, Thomas 
said: “I know the crash but 
I don’t remember anything 
after or going through the 
window or anything like 
that. 

“It’s weird how your 
brain somehow just blocks 
it out. 

“I came back (to sport) 
straight away. 

“It’s easier when you’re at 
that age because you’re a 
kid really. 

“When you’re 19 or 20 and 
you have had all those 
teenage years it is really 
difficult because you have 
known something different. 

“I don’t really remember 
anything from being nine, 
eight or seven so it hasn’t 
been any different for me 
being in the chair. 

“It was very difficult 
when I visited hospitals and 
visited guys in their late 20s 
who had to come to terms 
with being in wheelchair 
because they think their 
life is over.” 

Although he focuses 
almost solely on the posi¬ 
tives, Thomas, a lifelong 
Liverpool fan, admits it 
took him a while to come to 
terms with not being able to 
play football anymore. 

“I played football with my 
mates (before the crash) 
and that was probably the 
strangest thing because 
then I couldn’t play,” he 
recalled. 

“I still used to go and 
watch with them but then 
when I was at school I 
played in goal because that 
was one of the places I 
could go without having to 
be outfield. 

“My friends helped a lot 
because they didn’t treat 
me any different to any 
other kid. 

“They just treated me 
exactly the same.” 

Thomas explained to the 
pupils at Kings’ School, as 
part of their Olympiad 
Week, how he chose basket¬ 
ball ahead of swimming

during rehab from his acci¬ 
dent. 

Before he knew it, he was 
selected for the GB Juniors. 

His first Paralympics 
arrived in 2000. After an 
arduous 29-hour trip to 
Sydney where USA netted a 
last gasp, long range win¬ 
ner to take bronze from 


Britain, Thomas said it 
“took the team almost two 
years to recover”. 

The bronze medal did 
arrive, though, in Athens, 
in what turned out to be the 
last Paralympics Thomas 
played in following his deci¬ 
sion to retire in 2007. 

He explained: “When I 


first became a Great Britain 
basketball player my 
dreams were to be a 
Paralympian, and then to 
win a medal. 

“In 2000 I became a 
Paralympian so then my 
next goal was to win a 
medal. In 2004 I won the 
medal and I just lost moti¬ 


vation after that because 
what more dreams can I 
have? 

“People say ‘what about a 
gold medal?’ but I don’t 
think I would ever get that 
feeling winning a gold as I 
did winning my first medal 
because it’s a very elitest 
club. 

“There aren’t many peo¬ 
ple who have won 
Paralympic medals or 
Olympic medals so by win¬ 
ning that (bronze in 2004) it 
didn’t matter what colour it 
was. 

“It could’ve been green, 
orange or whatever! 

“Just winning a medal 
made me lose motivation 
for playing.” 

His attention then 
switched to coaching. 

After the GB head coach 
fell ill, Thomas was promot¬ 
ed from assistant coach to 
main coach for the Beijing 
Paralympics in 2008. 

And things got off to the 
perfect start even before 
the tournament began as 
Thomas was able to wel¬ 
come his newborn baby 
into the world just hours 
before heading off to Asia 
where, again, GB won 
bronze. 

“I much prefer playing 
but winning bronze as a 
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coach was a very proud 
moment a year into my pro¬ 
fessional coaching career,” 
he explained. 

“I’m not sure a lot of peo¬ 
ple thought I could bring 
the medal home. They prob¬ 
ably thought ‘Oh, he’s only 
a young coach, he’s new 
into the job, he’ll probably 
fail” but I didn’t fail. 

“I don’t know how! 

“Me and my other assis¬ 
tant coach are still trying to 
work that out, but we did 
it.” 

Living in a small town in 
Shropshire, Thomas admits 
that his basketball success 
has brought about some 
new-found fame in the area. 

“It is a bit of fame because 
I now live in Newport 
which only has one 
Olympian and a 
Paralympian. I’m the 
Paralympian that won 
medals so when I came 
home I was switching on 
Christmas lights and all 
crazy things like that which 
I’ve never done before,” he 
laughed. 

“I’m quite proud because 
whenever people come and 
see your medal they’re just 
stunned because they’re 
never going to see one 
again. 

“It (the fame) doesn’t last

forever but it is really excit¬ 
ing.” 

And Thomas is now 
preparing to fulfil another 
one of his dreams - being 
part of the Paralympics in 
his own country. 

Speaking of Team GB’s 
chances this summer, the 
assistant coach said: “We’ll 


have to take it one step at a 
time. 

“Get through the group 
stages and then the quarter 
finals are probably one of 
the toughest to get through 
because, if you go out there, 
there is no chance of a 
medal. 

“If you get through to the 


semi-final at least you are 
going to have two cracks at 
a medal. 

“Our hopes are to win the 
gold medal but it will be a 
hell of a journey to win it. 

“We are going to need a bit 
of luck along the way but 
we are capable of winning 
the gold.” 


Thomas also hopes that 
the popularity of wheel¬ 
chair basketball can thrive 
following the coverage of 
this year’s Paralympics. 

“These London 2012 
Paralympics will raise a lot 
of awareness because it has 
moved from BBC to 
Channel 4 and they have 
really gone crazy with it 
because that is their biggest 
event of the year. 

“Basketball is probably 
one of the biggest 
Paralympic sports in 
Europe. 

“In England we’ve got 
amateur leagues with over 
1,000 members and proba¬ 
bly over 100 teams, but 
there are professional 
leagues in Europe. 

“So if you get really good 
at it in England you’ve got a 
chance of making a long 
career in Europe playing 
basketball.”

The staff have truly risen to this 
challenge and maths teacher 
Richard Nicholls, himself a keen 
member at Winchester Athletics 
club, has alone managed 400 laps. 

In a never before witnessed mass 
effort, 68 staff completed another 
lap each to rapturous applause from 
the gathered pupils at the conclu¬ 
sion of a memorable day of track 
and field. 

Thursday witnessed the first of 
two Olympiad Legacy days held at 
the school and another inspirational 
speaker. 

This time it was the turn of 
Paralympian Sinclair Thomas who 
won a bronze medal in the wheel¬ 
chair basketball as a player in 
Athens in 2004 and has been the 
assistant coach to the men’s wheel¬ 
chair basketball team through 
Beijing and into London 2012. 

Across the course of the day, he 
conducted four speeches, each to 
over 350 staff and pupils and spoke 
at length about his experiences in 
sport and life in general. 

This was very moving for all as 
they gained a firsthand account of 
the challenges that Paralympians in 
particular face and the immense 
commitment and sacrifice needed 
to be successful. 

Also across the two final days the 
pupils did some investigative work 
on current British Olympians, com-

pleted an Olympic Time Capsule, to 
be opened by another class in four 
years’ time, and completed some 
Olympian fitness tests. 

Amidst all of this was, of course, 
the opportunity to take part in some 
Olympic and Paralympic sports, so 
the pupils tried their hands at hand¬ 
ball, volleyball, hockey, blind foot¬ 
ball, boccia, biathlon, swimming, 
tennis, rhythmic gymnastics, bas¬ 
ketball, shooting, softball, bad¬ 
minton and trampolining. 

With such a wealth of sports to 
try, and laced with such inspiring 
sports stories from real Olympians, 
there is little doubt that the spirit of 
the Olympic games was truly 
engaged. 

It will go some way towards fos¬ 
tering a legacy and enthusiasm for 
sport that London 2012 so desper¬ 
ately wants to achieve. 

On this theme it was fitting that 
many Year 11 pupils who have fin¬ 
ished their GCSE examinations and 
left the school volunteered their 
time freely to be involved in the 
delivery of skills and the officiating 
of competitions across all days. 

Whilst reflecting on the Kings’ 
Olympic week, head teacher, Susan 
Lawrence, said “this has been a 
truly exceptional week. 

“To have all staff and pupils 
actively engaged, working together 
and exuding enjoyment has been an 
absolute pleasure. 

“We have been inspired, motivat¬ 
ed, challenged excited and exhaust¬ 
ed. I cannot think of a better 
Olympic legacy than that.”

Late nights 
have raised 

the mot... 


DESPITE all the rain, or maybe 
because of it, it has been a 
wonderful Wimbledon. 

But the All England Club need to 
have a serious think about the 
future of this great tournament. 

Wimbledon is known as being a 
bastion of tradition - the lack of 
sponsorship, the traditional whites, 
the formality of it all. 

There is much to be admired 
about that in this day and age. 

But that doesn’t mean to say it 
shouldn’t move with the times in 
other regards. 

Tennis is an entertainment busi¬ 
ness and, although Wimbledon may 
want to avoid the razzmatazz that 
accompanies so many sporting 
events these days, it does still need 
to make sure it gives the people 
what they want. 

Traditionally the tournament has 
been a daytime outdoor event. 

However, the addition of the roof 
on centre court has given it a new, 
added dimension, the likes of 
which they clearly hadn’t reck¬ 
oned on. 

Based on the evidence of what has 
happened over the past fortnight, it 
seems that the All England Club 
initially thought of the roof as 
merely a way of continuing the day¬ 


time games while the rain was 
falling. As it has turned out, 
though, it is much more than that 
because the floodlighting inside it 
allows matches to be played in the 
evening when previously the light 
would have been too bad. 

The games that have run into the 
evenings have been marvellous 
spectacles. 

The crowd there clearly love it 
and, just as importantly, it is draw¬ 
ing in more fans at home. 

As wonderful as Wimbledon is, 


with the middle Sunday being a day 
off, the majority of workers in the 
country who head out to work dur¬ 
ing the daytimes, Monday-Friday, 
can’t see any tennis. 

The only people who can watch it 
consistently are the out of work or 
those who have booked leave 
specifically for it. 

The evening matches have 
changed that, got other people 
involved in the tournament and, 
without doubt, raised the interest 
level even higher once more. 


That is a really great thing, yet it 
is something the All England Club 
don’t seem to have come to terms 
with. 

Early in the second week they had 
a chance to move one of the rain- 
affected quarter-finals on to Centre 
Court under the roof to get it played 
in the evening, but they baulked at 
the idea. 

The statement they issued was a 
little strange and seemed to amount 
to telling people they had had 
enough late nights recently. 

They should be striving for these 
late nights, not trying to fend them 
off. 

Wimbledon has an 11pm curfew 
anyway, so it is never going to be 
like the US Open where there is a 
proper evening session and match¬ 
es have been known to trundle well 
into the early hours. 

All right, it is a fine balancing act, 
and nobody wants to see 
Wimbledon sell out and lose any of 
its tradition, pomp and ceremony. 

But there is a chance here to real¬ 
ly make the most of their roof and 
add an extra element to the tourna¬ 
ment. 

Done properly that is not tradi¬ 
tion wrecking, it is progress. And 
progress in this case would be a 
very good thing for everybody con¬ 
cerned.

Dawson 
exploits KP’s 
Achilles heel 


AS WELL as helping Hampshire to a valuable 
Friends Life t20 win against Surrey at The 
Oval, Liam Dawson’s dismissal of Kevin 
Pietersen for a diamond duck ensured he 
joined the growing list of slow left-armers to 
have succeeded against the England bats¬ 
man. 

Pietersen strode to the crease full of intent 
against his former county but was out to the 
first ball of the match after driving Dawson to 
extra cover, where Jimmy Adams held onto 
an athletic, diving catch. 

It was a moment that set the tone for 
Hampshire’s fifth successive South Group 
win, by 19 runs following the rain that 
ensured a Duckworth-Lewis calculation. 

And it also meant that Dawson joined other 
slow left-armers to have dismissed Pietersen 
cheaply. 

Pietersen has been out to a southpaw 
twirler in 23 of his last 82 Test innings, with 
Sri Lankan Rangana Herath, New Zealand 
captain Daniel Vettori, Pakistan’s Shakib-ul- 
Hasan and Abdur Rehman, Australia’s Xavier 
Doherty, India’s Yuvraj Singh, South Africa’s 
Paul Harris and West Indies Sulieman Benn 
all successful. 

Vettori and Ul-Hasan have dismissed 
Pietersen on four occasions while Herath, 
Harris and Benn all have three Pietersen 
scalps. 

But it is not just on the biggest stage 
where Pietersen has proven vulnerable to 
spinning lefties. 

Last May, when the trend was most pro¬ 
nounced, he hit the headlines when he was 
out to Cambridge University’s Zafar Ansari, 
now a Surrey teammate. 

Although it was not a problem that afflict¬ 
ed Pietersen during his Hampshire career, 
he began that by getting out to Essex’s 
Tim Phillips. 

Pietersen, pictured right, was also dis¬ 
missed cheaply by lesser-known slow left- 
armers like Canada’s Suniul Dhaniram dur¬ 
ing his ODI career. 

And on Monday night at The Oval, 

J Dawson was delighted to become the lat- 
I est to capitalise on Pietersen’s Achilles 
I heel.

SO FAR, 2012 is promis¬ 
ing to be one of 
Hampshire’s most suc¬ 
cessful seasons in all 
competitions. 

Despite starting it with rel¬ 
atively conservative ambi¬ 
tions following a winter of 
prudent cost-cutting, 

Hampshire are suddenly 
enjoying success on all three 
fronts. 

Back in 2005, at the end of 
the second of his four seasons 
as Hampshire captain, Shane 
Warne predicted the county 
would soon be challenging 
for an historic quadruple. 

That was clearly fanciful 
and these days it is impossi¬ 
ble following the culling of 
the 50-over Trophy. 

It is always difficult for 
counties to be so adaptable as 
to be successful across the 
formats which is why 
Warwickshire’s success in 
1995 - when they won three 
of the four competitions 
under Dermot Reeve - has 
not been repeated. 

Since the Twenty20 came 
into being in 2003, it is even 
harder. Players have to be 
more flexible than ever, as 
they will show when they 
switch their attention to the 
LV County Championship 
next week following a month 
of Friends Life t20 action. 

Which makes Hampshire’s 
start to the season, with a 
largely young and home¬ 
grown squad, all the more 
impressive. 

Since the introduction of 
the shortest format, 
Hampshire have never 
enjoyed success on all avail¬ 
able fronts. 

But as they approach the 
business end of the season, 
Giles White’s, pictured right, 
squad is still challenging for 
LV County Championship 
promotion, a third successive 
t20 Finals Day as well as 
enjoying their most success¬ 
ful one-day season since win¬ 
ning the 2009 Friends 
Provident Trophy. 

During the Twenty20 era, 
Hampshire have never been 
more consistent in all for¬ 
mats than in 2009, the year 
they also finished sixth in 
the LV County 

Championship’s first divi¬ 
sion and reached the t20 
quarter-finals. 

But they also failed to qual¬ 
ify from their Clydesdale 
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Giles’men fighting for silverware on three fronts 




Bank 40 group that year - a 
familiar story. 

In recent seasons, 
Hampshire have endured 
terrible starts to the CB40, 
but they have had a good 
first half to the group stage 
this year. 

Having won five of their 
six games they are well 
placed in second to 
mount a challenge for 
semi-final qualification 
from Group B ahead of 
their first CB40 game in 
six weeks, against 
Durham at The Ageas 
Bowl next Sunday. 

The Royals will now be in 
the t20 quarter-finals for 
the fourth successive 
season if they beat 
Sussex at The 
Ageas Bowl 
last night. 

If not, 


they have another chance at 
home to Essex tomorrow 
afternoon. 

Hampshire are also handi¬ 
ly placed in the LV County 
Championship promotion 
race as they pre¬ 
pare to host 
Yorkshire at 
The Ageas 
Bowl on 
Wednesday. 
Life in divi¬ 
sion two 
does not get 
much bigger 
than playing 
Yorkshire 
over four 
days. 


But Hampshire will go into 
their first Championship 
match for a month with con¬ 
fidence. Although their two 
four-day wins so far were 
both against bottom-of-the- 
table Glamorgan, they are 
unbeaten in four matches. 

And although those have 
all been rain-affected, 
Hampshire had the better of 
their game against 
Yorkshire, the pre-season 
favourites for promotion, at 
Headingley in May. 

Next week’s game will be a 
good indicator of 
Hampshire’s promotion 
chances. 

With half of the 
Championship season gone, 
there is no reason why 

Hampshire cannot win the 
second promotion spot 
behind Derbyshire. 

Only nine points sepa¬ 


rate Kent, Yorkshire, 
Northants (who have played 
an extra game) and fifth- 
placed Hampshire. 

And Hampshire will wel¬ 
come back the likes of Bilal 
Shafayat, David Balcombe 
and James Tomlinson, who 
should all be fresh after a 
month without first-team 
duty. 

The bad news is that 
Michael Carberry could 
miss as many as four 
Championship matches and 
four CB40 games after suf¬ 
fering knee cartilage dam¬ 
age during net practice last 
week. 

But the good news is that 
Hampshire have options. 

James Vince was dropped 
for Shafayat at Tunbridge 
Wells but his confidence has 
been boosted by a successful 
month in the FL t20 and he is 
a fine player to be able to 
recall. 

Carberry’s injury also 
increases the chances of Neil 
McKenzie staying on to play 
in the Championship, hav¬ 
ing initially just signed for 
the FL t20. 

In Carberry’s absence, it 
will be interesting to see 
whether Liam Dawson is 
asked to open, having 
scored an unbeaten 134 at 
number five at Tunbridge 
Wells (he scored 181 runs at 
12.9 as an opener in the first 
eight first-class matches of 
the season). 

It would surely make more 
sense for Simon Katich to 
open up with Jimmy Adams, 
a job he did so well for 
Australia’s Test side for 
many years. 

Hampshire’s bowling 
options are not too bad 
either. 

With 34 Championship vic¬ 
tims at 22 apiece in the first 
half of the season, 
Hampshire have the second 
division’s leading wicket- 
taker in Balcombe. 

And there are plenty of 
other capable seamers in 
Tomlinson, Kabir Ali, Dimi 
Mascarenhas and Chris 
Wood. 

This is certainly a strong 
13-man squad for Jimmy 
Adams and Giles White to be 
able to choose from against 
Yorkshire on Wednesday 
morning: Katich, Adams, 
Shafayat, Vince, Dawson, 
Ervine, Bates, Mascarenhas, 
Kabir Ali, Balcombe, 
Tomlinson, Briggs, Wood.
